TIMID BARBARIANS. 


Delegation of the African Nchubba 
Tribe at Castle Garden. 


Interesting Facts About a Queer People— 
Nomads of the Kulahi Desert Human 
Beings Without Any Language or Ener- 
gy—Funny Little Congui—Infants That 
Abandon Their Mother’s Breast Fora 
Quid of Tobacco—Finmon, the Dade. 


‘By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorx, December 3.—One of the strangest 
groups of human beings that has ever reache:! these 
shores sat yesterday afternoon on the floor in the 
Castle Garden office. These people were represen- 
tatives of the Nchubba tribe, which residesin the 
Kulahi Desert, in the interior of Africa, about lati- 
tude 8 and longitude 20. The Africans wore barely 
anything except blankets of great warmth and re- 
markable gaudiness. Theleader of the party, 
which mustered six strong, is Congui. He was the 
chief of the Nchubba tribe before he abandoned 
that constituency for the show business. Heis %5 
years of age, and has a light mustache and im 
perial. His hair, like that of the others, grows in 
bunches, little more than a quarter of an inch in 
length, and suggests small shrubbery, which 
springs up unevenly on poor land Congui 
is only four feet six inches in height, but he was 
THE TALLEST MAN IN HIS 

tribe. On each side of his brow a small sea shell is 
fastened to the hair by way of ornament. The ex- 
Chief carries a long bow, but lest he should do some 
harm with this the string hasbeen taken away 
from him. He uses the bow as a staff and also as 4 
corrector for the young of his party. The Nchubbas 
are not nearly as dark as ordinary Africans. Their 
color, in fact, is almost as light as that of the In- 
dian. They have flat, small features, with high 
cheek bones and [Iittle dark eyes. Mra. 
Conguil, nee Arbecy, is forty-two years of 
age, and bas an ugly, wrinkled face. Under her 
gaudy blanket, however, she wears more clothing 
than do the other visitors from the Desert of Kula- 
hi. Her arms are bare and are quite shapely. The 
pair havea bright looking, immature boy, named 
Arby. This interesting child, like the rest of his 
tribe, has a strong passion for tobacco, He will, 
when pursing, abandon his mother for a pipe or a 
cigar. But, although the Nchubbas are all smokers, 
they are 

STRICT TEETOTALERS. 

Nothing stronger than coffee ever passes their 
lips. In addition to his own child, 
Congui has three young people whom 
he probably borrowed from his former neighbors, 
with the privilege of not returning them. There 
are Miss Icy, an interesting maiden of 12; Co, a 
stripling of 19, and Finmon, the dude of the 
tribe. Finmon, although 24 years old, does not ap- 
pear to be more than 12. His tastes are decidedly 
esthetic. On his brow is a small imitation sun- 
flower, which is kept in position by a piece of 
brown string. Finmon shows other evidences of 
of the conventional desert 


and trees are their only shelter. They are not at all 
particular what they eat. 

ANYTHING HANDY WILL ANSWER FOR DINYVER, 

no matter what it is, a quail, a snake or a few roots. 
They are not cannibals, and apparently have not 
energy enough to be murderous. When wanted by 
his manager to stand up, Congui rises with evident 
reluctance, and seems to protest humbly, but 
earnestly against the unusual exertion, and, as soon 
as possible,.resumes a sitting posture. The 
Nechubbas do not talk like other Africans. The 
language seems to be a series of clicks in 
the back portion of their mouths. The 
words, evidently, have no formation. The people 
have only mastered two or three Engiish words. 
They were induced to leave Africa and taken to 
London, where they were exhibited for three 
months in the Westminster Aquarium, where they 
were gazed upon by Oscar Wilde, Mrs. Langtry and 
other celebrities. The party arrived on the Guion 
Steamship Wyoming. Before they were allowed to 
land the Commissioners of Emigration required 
their agent to give bonds that his curiosities would 
not become public charges.

atiow laws, and that it should be a penal offense for 
any woman to enter into marriage with a man 
knowing him to having a wife living and undi- 
vor 
THE QUESTION OF DISFRANCHISEMENT. 

On the general question of disfranchisement the 
report says; “After more than two years’ labor and 
experiences here, it becomes our duty to advise the 
Government and the courtry that although the 
law has been successfully administered in respect 
of the disfranchisement of polygamists, the effect 
of the same upon the preaching and practice of po- 

gammy has not been to improve the tone of the 

ormer or materially diminish the latter. During 
the present vear there appears to have been a ° 
lygamic revival. The institution is boldly and defi. 
antly defended, and commended by spiritual teach- 
ers, and plural marriages are reported to have in- 
creased in pumber.”

THE LAND QUESTION. 
‘Senator Vast’s resolution, calling for an in- 
| vestigation of the leasing of 3,000,000 acres of 
land in the Indian Territory, is a vigorous and 
by no means premature step towards the dis- 
cussion of one of the most important questions 
our national Legislature has ever been required 
to settle, It is not merely a question whether 
certain tribes have been corruptly overreached 
and swindled, or whether ‘leasing their lands 
for long terms for grazing purposes, at two 
cents an acre, is the best use to which the reser- 
vations can be put. 

The absorption of our entire Western do- 
main by corporations holding vast tracts in 
mortmain under railroad land-grants, or by old 
Mexican or Spanish grants, or by ten- 
ures acquired through the fraudulent 
processes now in use, seems to be 
! only a question of time, unless something is 
done to save the West and the whole country 
from the curse of impending land monopoly. 
Its consmumation means a baronial organization 
of power in politics utterly incompatible with 
true democracy or republicanism in govern- 
ment. It foreshadows social questions most 
dangerous to the public peace and to the per- 
petuity of our institutions. The development 
and the future social organization of nearly 
half of our territory are involved in the arrest 
of this land monopoly business, and the most 
important and beneficent work Congress can 
do for the Nation or its people is the recovery 
of the lapsed land grants and the enactment of 
such laws as will secure all of our arable 
and grazing lands to individual pro 
prietors and actual settlers of tracts 
of moderate size. It mever has been 
the policy of gur Government to favor the 
holding of land in mortmain, and our large 
railroad land grants specially provided for and 
contemplated the speedy transfer of the granted

The investigation of the disputed vote in Chicago 
by a Grand Jury of the United States Court was a 
rather peculiar proceeding, and had an unexpected 
result. The United States Courts have no juris- 
diction over the canvass of votes for State Senators, 
and the Judge instructed the jury that it could ex- 
amine only the vote for Congressman, which was 
not in dispute. The return for the Chicago District 
having been opened for the ostensible purpose of 
examining the vote for Congressman, that for State 
Senator was also examined, and the District Attor- 
ney, disregarding the instructions of the Judge, in- 
sisted upon an examination of the ballots. The re- 
sult ‘was to show that Brand, candidate 
for -thne Democratic Senator, had fifty- 
five more majority than had been re- 
turned for him. His name was printed on a large 
number of Republican ballots. Now it seems to be 
claimed that these were not the ballots actually 
cast. All this muddle shows the wisdom of our 
laws, which inake strict provisions for a fair vote 
and an honest count, with severe penalties for their 
violation, and then require that the ballots be de- 
stroyed and the first returns adhered to. This going 
behind the yeturns opens the way for frauds and 
confusion, instead of closing it.

Mr. Israel Hart, a Jew, has just been chosen 
Mayor of Leicester, England.

The charter recited, *‘Let it be 
universally known that I (Simon de Montfort), for 
the healfh of my soul and the souls of my ancestors 
and successors, have granted and by this my pres- 
ent charter confirmed, for me and my heirs in per- 
petuity, to my burgesses of Leicester and their 
heirs, that no Jew or Jewess in my time or in the 
time of my heirs, to the end of the worid, shall 
within the liberty of the town of Leicester inhabit, 
remain, or obtain any residence.*’ The end of the 
worid is not. yet; but Leicester—the Leicester of 
de Montfort—enjoys the administration of its first 
Jewish Mayor.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


A Practical Suggestion of How to Relieve 
Distress and Clean the City. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn. 

That times will be pretty tight this winter, par- 
ticularly after the Ist of January, is an admitted 
fact by men who look the situation squarely in the 
face. That the charitable institutions of the city 
will have an extra beavy burden to carry in the 
families and persons of men out of employment 
who will find it utterly impossible to get work, is an 
additional fact worthy of notice. How to make 
eyds meet all around, and while helping the in- 
digent poor throuch the regular channels, at the 
same time furnish employment for men 
who had rather work than be pensioners to charity, 
is tbe problem which the writer of this article at- 
tempts to solve by the following practical sugges- 
tion: 

It is estimated that one-half of the beneficiaries 
to the charity fund this winter will be men out of 
employment, many with families to support, to 
whom even two or three days’ work per week 
would be a godsend. The usual avenues of labor 
being closed against them, any honest method of 
coining a few dollars would be a boon indeed. We 
propose, Mr. Editor, that all contributors to the 
charity fund will double their subscriptions this 
year and devete the surplus to improving the sani- 
tary condition of the city, calling it a “sanitary and 
street-cleaning fund.” This will secure three ob- 
jects. It will give a laboring man, or any man out 
of employment, a chance to work who is willing to 
work. 
It will give us by springtime something we have 
not enjoyed for twenty years—thoronghly clean 
and healthy streets—a sure preventive to cholera: 
and it will lift a burden from the City Treasury and 
give ita chance to improve the efficiency of the 
Health Department in the sprinz, when the call for 
appropriations will be urgent and necessary. We 
think in this way that the charity fund can be di- 
vided without injury to the societies and institu- 
tions, who will receive their reguiar quota. It will, 
in fact, be a direct benefit to them, inasmuch as it 
will relieve them of a large number of worthy pen- 
sioners who they would otherwise have to support. 
To show you that we have faith in the remedy we 
will take our medicine in a practical way, to-wit: 
Our contribution Jast year was $250 on the pro- 
viso thata sanitary and street-cleaning fund can 
be established—we will make it $500 this year— 
half of the amount to go tothe “new fund” for 
the benefit of men out of work.

The number of divorces which has been granted 
here during the last few days has turned public at-

The legal restrictions in this: regard can probably 
pe best epitomized in the advice—warm her up, but 
don't bruise her.

Don't 
throw anything at her, because if her 
eve is put out, or she is otherwise disfigured, the

are specified in a majority of the Statesas good 
cause for divorce. In Delaware, Kentucky aud 
Texas the law discriminates in favor of the husband 
as tochastity after marriage. giving the wife no 
right to divorce unless her husband adds abandon- 
ment to his offense. Omitting a mention of such 
causes as these, the various States in the Union 
allow divorces on the following grounds:

POSTHUMOUS PROPHECY. 


Meteorological Forecasts by a Re- 
cently Deceased Weather- 
Prophet. 
aitnemapallibdianncais 
Interesting Matter Culled From Vennor’s 
Almanac for 1885—Probabilities as Calcu- 
lated by the Dead Meteorologist—An 
Open. Winter Predicted, With a Warm 

Wave in January. 


A melancholy, as well asa meteorological inter- 
est attaches to the latest edition just received of 
Vennor's almanac for 1885. Since the appearance of 
the almanac for 1884, the author died, and the pres- 
ent one has been compiled by his former associate, 
Walter H. Smith, to whom the widow handed over 
Mr. Vennor's posthumous papers, which included 
calculations in accordance with his system which, 
in conjunction with astro-meteoroloical 
forecasts, by Mr. Smith it is 
hoped, will be so successful as 
toinsure the almanac’s future publication. The 
general forecast made in the almarac is that the 
present misth period will continue for about 
two years both in the United States and Canada. 
“The fall,” Mr. Vennor says, “of 1584 is likely to be 
very open and a mild, unsettled winter will follow, 
with a great deal of downfall in the shape of snow 
orrain. litookfor @ green Christmas and a mild 
New Year, 1885.” In hisgeneral remarks regarding 
the winter of 1484-85, he says: “Respecting the fall 
generally, 1 would briefiy remark that snow will 
be late in coming, in many sections the year closing 
with little on the ground, and very little anywhere. 

MILD WEATHER WILL PREVAIL 


until unusually late, notwithstanding a possible 
early term of considerable severity, during which, 
fora time, the prospect will be that winter 
is setting in unusually  eariy. There 
will be another general comment 
relative to ‘extraordinar seasons,’ ‘unprecedented 
weather,’ ‘change of climate,’ and the ‘oldest in- 
habitaat’ is likely to be azain 
TROTTED TO THE FRONT 

and worried to death about what he bas no knowl- 
edge of whatever.

Open weather with heavy rains in some sections 
and but few frosts, are iikely to continue well into 
the new year (15°5), resulting in heavy, murky and 
unhealthy conditions.

(May, 1884), and I believe few could be found who 
would venture upon such 

A GENERAL FORECAST. 

In the Nortbern and Western United States the 
Same open conditions are likely to be experienced 
asin Canada. Co'd weather is not likely to be ex- 
perienced anywhere except in the Northwest and 
possibly the extreme Kast. A warm wave is likely 
to occur over a larger part of this continent during 
the month of January, 1585.” 

A dry and cold January is looked for, and March 
is expected to be characterized by some of severity 
usual in January, with heavy snow and, in southerly 
sections, cooi rains. The probabiliues for next sum- 
mer’s weather are given as follows: 

“A hot or coolsummer, which? is the question 
next inorder. From what I can gather the verdict 
of the majority of the experienced —not the guess- 
ers—is tn the direction of extreme heat. Iam not 
inclined at present to this view, although a very far 
off subject to deal with; on the contrary, I juage 
that the line of low temperatures will rise very 
gradually, through next spring and early sumer, 
giving us a great deal of cool to coid and wet weath- 
er up to near midsummer, after which 

A WARM REACTION 
will set fp, resuniting ina warm autumn. The same 
results are obtained by another principle, namely, 
that of periodicity, in which I ve considerable 
faith. According to my grouping, two unfavorable 
years are now due.”

MAKART’S FEMININE DIVINITIES. 


How the Famous Viennese Artist, Who 
Has Just Died, Lived and Worked. 
From the London Truth Vienna Correspondent. 


The funeral of Hans Markart, the great 
painter, was a pageant which he himself 
would have loved to paint. No fault is to be 
found with the Austrian Emperor, archdukes, 
and lords and ladies of Vienna for trying to 
honor his remains as best they could. But in 
sympathizing with them, we should be careful 
not to appreciate their favorite painter accord- 
ing to their estimate. i 
akart unquestionably had genis. Bu 
for his fame hereafter, it is to be regretted that 
he rose to eminence when quite a young man, 
and became at once not only the fashion, but 
the rage. The hot-house temperature in which 
he lived tor sixteen years, coupled with very 
hard professional work, rendered him morbidly 
sensitive. He felt that the favor he enjoyed 
woe Goes and was haunted by the idea, to 
him a ful one, that it w soon slip from 
him. If he thought he detected a shade of cool- 
ness in the Emperor it threw him into a state 
cf nervous excitement which congested his 
brain, weakened his body, and uced the 
chronic affection of which he died. 
Makart depended on the good pleasure of 
Francis Joseph for his splendid house. He 
saved 300,000 florins, on which an artist of quiet 
habits could have lived in dignified ease. But, 
unluckily for him, he bad contracted luxurious 
tastes, was fond of show and splendor, and of 
seeing his fetes written of in the a 
He burned, if ever a man did, at 
both ends. Society in Vienna is at once very 
ee eet ee . In its highest 
ranks re is the rule. hough it takes an 
artistic gloss itis rarely associated with intel- 
lect. Ladies behave like Magdalen and Mary 
of Egypt before these saints repented.

HELP FOR THE AFFLICTED. 


Splendid Exhibit by the Managers of the 
Nurses’ Training School. 

At Washington University last evening the mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Training School for Nurses, to 
the number of nearly forty, held their first annual 
meeting. Mrs. W. H. Pulsifer, the president, called 
the meeting to order, and in absence of the secreta- 
tary, Miss Julia Shepley, the duties of that office 
were temporarily imposed upon Mrs. J.G.Chapman. 
The annual report of the Executive Committee was 
read by Mrs. Pulsifer and contained much of inter- 
est. It set forth that immediately after organization 
last year the committee secured No. 1510 ;Lafayette 
avenue, and fittedit up for the accommodation of 
the nurses. Trouble was experienced in securing 
admission to the City Hospital for nurses and their 


upils, but this was remedied by an ordinance. 
his occasioned some delay, and when admission 
had been secured another misfortune was ex- 
perienced in the fact that the trained nurse, Miss 

unt, who had been engaged as superintendent. 
was called home to attend her sick sister. She did 
not return, and it was not till three months later 
that her place could be filled, her successor being 
Miso E. L. Ware, a graduate of the New York Train- 
ing School, who has proved an efficient officer ever 
since. The superintendent and three nurses took 
charge of two divisions in the hospital, wherein the 
patients numbered seventy. Since then two divis- 
ions have been added, increasing theaverage num- 
ber of patients to about one,hundred and fifty, and 
giving the pupils a large range of experience. The 
committee has established a very rigid standard of 
intelligence and morality, and hence only a small 
proportion of the number of applicants are given 
places in the school. All who are accepted are put 
on a month's probaiion, and many are dropped out 
during that month. Thus, out’ of sixty 
a. only twenty were accepted, and 
all but nine failed to stand the probationary test. 
The school has reached the full limit of its present 
accommodations, aS no mere can be placed in the 
hospital until an additional ward is piaced at the 
disposal of the school. In addition to the hospital 
experience pupils were favored with lectures at 
stated times from the best physicians in the city? 
and by these means the enterprise has been place 
on a good working basis. The work of fit up 
the Nurses’ Home has cost $1,500,which has all bean 

aid, and the treasury still has a baiance of $105. 

n this connection the report vs a handsome 
tribute to the generosity of Jas. E. Yeatman, Rev. 
Dr. W. G. Eliot and to the courtesy and efficienc 
of Dr. D. V. Dean, superintendent of the hospital. 
The report expresses the hope that the entire nurs- 
ing of the hospital will be piaced in charge of the 
school, but if this be done another house will have 
to be fitted up for nurses at acost of about $1,200 
for the ra It is belived that now that the great 
merit of the enterprise has been proved there will 
be no hesitancy on the part of the publicto furnish 
the means for extending the work.

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Elevated Railroad Bill Tabled—Sani- 
tary Precautions—Laclede Avenue Grade, 
The City Council met last night, with Vice-Presi- 
dent Zeigenhein in the chair. There was some dis- 
cussion over the ordinance authorizing the Mayor 
to sell bonds to redeem 700 bonds of the late County 
of St. Louis, for which the City or St Louis is liable.

THE HOUSE OF DELEGAT FS.

have died of smali-pox, cholera or other con- 
tagious disease should take place within eighteen 
hours after death, privately, and directly from the 
place of death to the placeof burial. When the 
ordinance is violated the Heaith Commissioner is to 
take charge of the remains and give them burial. 
The second ordinance provides that ail wells in the 
water main district shali be filled up and no permits 
given to dig new ones. 
Mr. Slevin introduced an ordinance appropriating 
mouey to buy a wagon fur carrying dead bodies to 
the Morgue. A committee of threes was appointed 
to examine the charge that the watchman at Ben- 
ton Park was wasting water. A committee was 
also ordered to discover what work had been done 
by the inmates of the Work House north of Wasb- 
ington avenue. A resolution was passed requesting 
the City Counselor to urge the enforcement of the 
ordinance regulating the speed of railway trams.

DRINK’S VICTIM. 


The Sad Fate of a New York Society 
: Lady. 


Eccentric Miss Rushby—Found Stupefied by 
Liquor at a Railroad Depot—Dying of De- 
lirium Tremens—Friends Anxious to Con- 
ceal the Cause of the Woman’s Death—A 
Connecticut Town in the Throes of a Sen- 
sation.

BrrMINGHAM. Cown., December 8.— Yesterday aft-
